Claims 1, 2, 4, 5 and 10-19 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims are 
directed toward a fuel cell unit having a partition partitioning an interior of a casing into a first 
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compartment housing a fuel cell and a second compartment. The partition is a manifold and 
includes first, second and third flow paths. The flow paths connect the components of the 
claimed fuel cell unit as recited by the claimed invention. 

The prior art does not teach the claimed fuel cell unit having a partitioning manifold 
structure wherein the manifold structure has the claimed first, second and third flow paths.
